THE HEAVY-MORTALITY AT 
SINGAPORE. 

Tho abnormally heavy death rate. that 
bas been reported by the Municipal Health 
Officor for coma time past demands im- 
mediately the most thorough investigation, 
As is ugaal in such a placo as Singapore, 
where thore is a large poptlation absolutely 
indifferent to proper sanitation aud careless 
in roporting disease, an cpidomio, oa 6 rule, 
obtains a good start bofors it is discovered 
by the authorities. The present system of 
registering deatha domends many swooping, 
and probably expensive improvementa, aud 
until it is rsdically amended -axnd more 
effective methods introduced of scouring 
accurate retarns, it will always be a matter 
of graat difficulty to detect the oxistence of 
an epidemic in ite initial stages. Last year 
when cholera raged for several months, and 
laid the port under a health endorsement, 
it was not until the diseaso was well 
established ‘iz several localities that the 
traa cause of the exceptional mortality was 
identified. Ono is naturally inclined, after 
that recent experionco, to suspect that 
meny of the cases now irreepo ly declar- 
ad to bo fever, are really attributable to 
the existence of somo opidemic not yet do- 
termined. ‘A death-rate of over 60 per 
thonsand is indeed an alarming stato of 
| things, and it js not too early to mako a 
olosa investigation into @.matter of such 

ve public concern, The Health Com- 
mitteo of the Cotimissioncrs are meeting 
to-day. in ooneultation with Dr Middleton 
and we trast that the result of their do- 
berations will be that siepe are promptly 
taken to verify, or remove, the suspicion- 
forced upon us that some undiscover 
epidemic is lurking in the Settlement, 
Thora is nothi: jarmist inthis suggestion, 
for confidence is best restored by the taking 
of timely precautions.

THE SECKEL TREATY BETWEEN 
CHINA AND RUSSIA, 


AN IMPOUTANT COMMUNICATION, 

s Shanghai, Maroh 3. 
Tho politicel world at heme was‘sturtled 
somo months ego by the despatch from 
Hongkong to tho Landon Times of 4 tele- 
gram announcing the conclucion of a treaty 
between Chinn and: Kuesia ‘by which the 
latler Power was authorised to use Port 
Arthur ac a naval station, We bad our- 
selves announced some time belore that when 
Wang Chih-chun went to Ruesia jo tho lut- 
ter part of 1894 to congratulate tha Czar on 
his accession, he mede a sroret tresty, but 
this has, of course, beon strenuously denied 
a: St. Petersburg. Nevertholesa, theao 
denials have not been fully aéccpted, ard 
from time to time separate articles of the 
treaty haye been hinted at, “We are now in 
possession of a letter from. Peking, of tho

knew perfectly well what we wore going to 
do, and so did every otter mane ia the 
column, Jameson’a speeoh was bofore I 
joined—quite at the beginving. 1 was told 
all about it, and I kaow that be explained 
things thoroughly, and told any one whos 
hearts were not with tha movement to Bo 
back, A Reuter mossage elso states that 
Jameson buoyed up the troop with promises 
that tho High Commiseioner was going. to 
send up Imperial troops te maet them P—All 
Hes} Absolute lies from beginoing to end. 
We counted on Jubancesbury moving ont to 
support us, but wa expeoted no other help 
from mortal man. 
Did the cotumn realize that it had thrown 
every thing official up, and was going in on 
its own necount under no authority P—~Ab- 
aclutely. We continned on Tuesday with- 
outo pause, It was very hot in the aay, 
and bitterly cold on the veldt at sight, On 
Tuesday night, or rather at 1 o’olook -on 
Wednesday morning, when wo were about 
20 miles from Kragorsdrop riding oo in bright 
moonlight, we wore first fired ou, Hitherto’ 
ithad been level, rolling veldt, but hero 
were soma rather higher hilla, and from 
these we wero fired on, 

You ore ccriain that tha Boors fired the 
first Bhot ?—Certainly, It was from about 
600 yards range. The bill position was a 
good one, as were all the Positiona they 
choso, We at onoo replied by bringing the 
Maxioa into action, After an hour and a 
half pretty stendy firing we silenced them, 
and they oleared, When tho firing was ou, 
bullets were whistling all round us, but o0- 
body was hit, I suppose the moonlight and 
the spattering of tho Maxims spoilt their 
Practice, Our mon dismounted and fired 
florosa the horecs, We went past the 
position they had vacated, and about fivo 
miles further on, and than loagered for 
tho night. But we only stopped about two 
honts, and very few of us got uy sleep. 
It was a choice betweon sleeping and eating, 
and most of us were ravenous, Wo atarted 
again just after daybreak and pushed on 
bard. About noon we oamo to a store only 
about six miles from Kragersdorp. Here 
we fod and then marched straight on the 
towo. The first sight of the houses scemed, 
to bring Johanneaburg very near to“as,. Aa 
we camo within range of the town we wero 
fired: on from all eides, but Jamoson gave 
strict orders that the guas should not play 
on thé town at all for fear of injuring the 
ton-combatante, There was ove bouso, a 
wine. duildiag, lying some digtancs away 
from the others, which was held by o stron, 
force of the enemy. We put oa shell into 
the gable, and-kaocked it to pieces, . The 
men holding it crept away, It was detor- 
mined to muke adash along the road—we 
wero following the read all the time—whioh 
tuna round the north side of the town. We 
could eee nobody, aud wero simply fighting 
puffs of smoke, ‘ot a head showed 
angmhowa ithaca fatlamea ann simple ene 
volione at taking cover. We got our gane 
into action aguin to check them, but we 
were dropping. freely. About 7-30 in the 
evening of the same day (Wednesday) about 
1,000 mounted meu appeared on a ridge be= 
tween us and the town, formed in open order, 
making a linc abont 2.000 yards long, 
Meanwhile the firing was being heavily ‘kept 
up by conceaied men, cod we were losing 
tuen fast, As scon ap there horsemen show. 
ed np we formed up ing long lineto charge 
them, but the moment We obarged 
they simply vanisbed like smoke into tho 
veldt, We followed them up, and then, 8 
the ground seemed to swallow thom up, we 
retreated again, aud formed Langer atill nu 
der a hot fire, All night we lay in laager 
with the bullets dropping into us, for the 
Boera went on tiring among the wagoos from 
all round Krugersdorp. It wan not easy to 
sleep, but many @ oue of us alept all the 
same," L myselt nodded in the saddle and 
dropped over on to the horse’s neck. Our 
sooute and oullying plokete replied to the 
fire intermittently, 

Were not you getting tromondously fagged 
by this time, Cuptain Thatoher? Yéa, 
indeed, we were, We had been pushing on 
all Monday, Tuesday, and Weduesdey almost 
withuut o stop. 


Was not thut bad taotios though? Wonld q 


it sot havo been better to take ap a position 
and get eome rest P—Not with the object wo 
were almiog. at in view. We could not 
affued to give the Bocrs tims to mass, Oar. 
one chance was to push on right through, 
without stopping anywhere, For the sano 
feason thore wos nevor any idea of stopping 
to tind a position and get cover. We simply 
rode on, affording a good mark for bullets 
end were shot as we rode, My horae was 
shot under. me, but we had plenty of ted 
horses, About dawn of ‘Thursday a strong 
attack waa made, and we pushed on, follow-, 
ing the road round the north side of Krugers- 
dorp. We were being fired at from the 
oullying houses of the town and from the 
suits on each side of the road so beavily 
that wo had to give it up, Men wera 
tumbling ont of the saddieon allsides, “We 
‘wurned and tried to rjde round the sonth 
tide of the town, the idea being to make a 
flank attack on the enemy's left, ond so we’ 
came to Duornkop, On avery occasion the 
place the Buers chose: wae situated on rlsing 
ground, or kopjes, mostiy with atones, from 
behind whiob to fire, aud commanding the 
road from both sides, :

Did the barghers stop firing at once 9—- 
Not at once, in ten minotes.. They had 
sore artillory from Pretori4, whioh had jost 
come up on onr left flank, aud ware just 
testing the range wiih ft, Our Maxims 
could have knocked spots out of the artil~ 
lory, bot our ammonition had quite run 
oul. Only the mon had a few cartridges 
loft, And now comoa the bitter thing. - . 
When the artillery firet bogun to play away 
we suid, ‘Thank God, Hero are thesa 
Johuunesbuarg fellows at last.” Wa thought. 
they wore one allice, When they turned 
out to be the enamy ono simply did not feel 
aa though one cared to hang on to lifo any 
longer.

- What were tho conditions ?—Jamoson 
fires askod that wo should be conducted 
over tho bordor, but, of course, they 
acouted the idea, -Thon ho asked that our 
lives should bo spared. Thoy said they 
would not promige to spare his life; that 
would -dopond on the authoritics at Pretoria, 
‘Jamegon gaid he did not care about his own 
life ; be would accept those terma for tha 
men. On that understanding ho surren- 
dered, _Then thay wore marched off under

What about tho Boor losses—thoy say 
they had only throe of four killed ?—That 
is simply ridiculous. “Although thay .wore . 
80 woll covered mont of the time, we did 
great execution outside Kengersdorp with 
tho eshell-firing. However much thoy lay 
low, wa burst ono or two shrapnels right 
into tho ‘brown,’ scattering men and horaca, 

But why should the Boors tell lies about 
tha number of their killed? Surely their - 
abject is to excite the indignation of all - 
South Africa.—I think they must be doing 
it in order to put heart into the burghers, 
‘Some of them would bo rather depressed by 
heavy mortality, though I must say. they 
bohaved splendidly all through. - ‘Their 
courage is equal to their tactical shrewd 
ess, .
